liquor has been consigned, unless upon 
the written order of the bona flde con- 
signee, or to any fictitious person, or to 
any person under a fictitious name, 
shall b« fined not more than $5.000 or 
Iniprlsoned not more than two years, 
or both. This provision Is designed to 
put a stop to express companies or 
their agents from acting as buying or 
selling agents. 
Still another section 


puts a prohibition upon railroads or 
their employes from in any way acting 
as the buying or selling agents ot 
liquor or In any way completing a 
transaction In liquor save only as a 
bona flde carrier of It. 
Violation of 


this section may be punished by a fine 
up to $6,000.

But 
the improvement, be it understood, in 
only possible when she knows how to 
fasten the adornment, for nothing de- 
tracts more from the effect of a cos- 
tume than flowers badly arranged. 


For instance, carnations should never 


be worn at the corsage: theae blos- 
soms are valuable for room decoration 
and to carry, when a large sheaf o£ 
them may be laid across the arm to 
finish an evening toilet. 


These., however, must be held only 


tn a certain way. To grasp the stem 
Is awkward: Instead, the arm is bent 
at the elbow, the hand coming below 
at the waist line. This forms a cradle 
In which the flowers are to be laid, the 
heads by the elbow, but projecting be- 
yond It. I know of no other way in 
which I consider carnations ornament- 
al to the costume. Made Into bunches 
of three or four, with two or three flat 
ferns they arc entirely without beauty 
for any purpose.

| CLEANING AND PRESSING MEN'S CLOTHING IS NOT DIFFICULT - 


^^ 


As a rule., men's clothing is sent to 


the tailor or a professional cleaner for 
renovation, ijo matter how skilful a 
woman may' be in keeping her own 
wardrobe in good condition by spong- 
ing, brushing and pressing, for she 
always feels herself 
incompetent. to 


freshen the clothing of the men in her 
family. Yet the cleaning and pressing 
of boys' and mcn'3 clothing Is not a 
•difficult task if one has patience and 
will give enough time to the process. 


And any Tvomari will be well repaid 


by undertaking the work by the sav- 
•Ing of money, also In-the satisfaction 
of seeing her. successful handiwork. 


"The method to be used will first de- 


pund largely upon the condition of the 
clothing—that is, whether the pieces 
are only slightly soik'd or 
actually 


dirty—and next In regard to the color 
of the cloth, whether light, medium or 
dark. 


To begin with, every article to be 


cleaned must be thoroughly freer! from 
dust by shaking and 
lightly beating 


with a rattan, preferably in the-open 
air. 


If the garment is not much soiled 


and is of a dark or medium color it 
will respond to the dry cleaning meth- 
od, using either benzine or gasolene 
for tho purpose. • 


With light clothes it is better to buy 


rag dipped luto ammonia water, and

rag dipped into the solution. 
When 


this has been satisfactorily done go 
over the entire surface with a sponge 
and cletin warm water, renewing tho 


ths perfumed spirits of benzine, as 
this will not harm the palest colors or 
the most expensive fabrics. 


And with It all that is necessary Is 


to rub thoroughly with a clean rag 
and then hang the garments in the 
open air. Afterward press with a hot 
iron, laying a clean cloth under the 
'Iron. Keep away from flre and arti- 
ficial light when working with this 
liquid. 


Any spots or stains should be re- 
| moved before the sponging is begun.

This being true, I am obliged 
to tell some of my correspondents that' 
I cannot help them. 
If they can- be 


made to understand the reason some 
may be saved disappointment. I have 
nothing to do with such cases as re- 
quire even . the slightest use of the 
knife; neither do I prescribe internal 
remedies. The former is for surgeons 
and the latter for physicians. 


One unhappy girl has just written 


me that the bones of her fingers are 
so large they make playing pf the vio- 
lin difficult. This is a.calamity and it 
Is possible that a surgeon might be 
able to help her, although I am doubt- 
ful of it, for'this largeness is a struc- 
tural defect of nature, than which 
nothing less than paring would change, 
and so I am afraid the girl's chances 
are few. 


Often I have inquiries as .to what 


may be done for enlarged joints. There 
are external application which will re- 
lieve the pain, and those I can give, 
but It is beyond me to suggest any 
scheme of reducing the size of the bone 
enlarged through pain. Neither can I 
tell how a crooked nose may be 
straigtened. 
For all such defects in 


the bone structure-I am unable to sug- 
gest remedies.

What.is'good for me might 
be positively harmful for anpther, and 
so, If they .wish something in the form 
of medicine; to help them, they must 
consult physicians. I/can suggest what 
food makes hone or strengthens the 
blood, but this is a, generalization 
which fits all nature and is not con- 
fined to one individual case.

Fitted With Wheels. 


Even yet we might possibly come 


across such a little wooden craft In our 
pleasant. dreams when we are mean- 
dering about In our minds on mid- 
summer shores. But no human dream 
ever yet pictured a water borne craft 
fitted with two large wheels, one each 
side.- amidship, upon which the. boai 
propels herself on dry' land. 
These 


drivers, as they might be. named, art 
five -feet 'lii 'diameter, and, secured to 
even' other spoke on.' the Inside of th 
rim, are- buckets similar to those on 
ordinary paddle wheels,,'while the tire 
are.nearly a foot wide; that the boat 
may skim over the sand 'with little 
resistance.. 


The engine Is coupled up with these 


great wheels by -means o£ reducing 
gears, -.which at high speed have a ratio 
of sixteen to :'one and- at slow speed 
.of forty-eight to one, giving a'traction 
power that is astonishing. 


But the Amphl would consider her- 


self ill fitted with only this means of 
propulsion,. for she is also supplied 
with a propeller, which may be util- 
ized in-connection .with the paddle 
wheels or merely alone. 


But after all it is the after part- of 


the boat that chiefly', surprises the 
vision, for the end of the vessel con- 
sists- of a•' giant "tail" secured to-the 
sternpost very much as a rudder is 
hung-on_a normal boat of her size, and 
it is'in'this tail or-appendix that lies 
the Amphl's ability, to run through, 
heavy surf without danger. This ap- 
pendage is .ten- feet long, or almost 
half the length :o'f-the craft Itself, and 
eight inches thick, and .is hollow, to 
serve as a receptacle for water. • The 
purpose of1 this—lor the tail fits auto- 
matically on' immersion—4s to hold the 
stern' deep in' the water ''When makjng 
a landing in bad weather, thereby giv- 
ing the propeller a'firm grip arid, prac- 


amo manner, through the agency of 
a small wheel on the lower edge of the 
ong tail.

His boat would bo safe 
practically in any surf, especially in 
making a, landing to continue his ex- 
plorations, while in entering- the water 
the boat, drawing nothing forward and 
possessing great buoyancy in that part 
of her, would have no difficulty in 
forcing her way from beach to beach. 


'Such a trip would have all the 


fascination of an original voyage of 
discovery, and the man who first suc- 
ceeds will bo actually1, the first cir- 
cumnavigator of his country. 


Equipped with Amphibians, what is 


to prevent, the fishermen going out to 
sea from the very beach itself, where 
iis Amphi has rested 'all night, per- 
fectly safe, without any moorings out 
or shore fasts to get adrift? 
At the 


end o£ the day he can make a landing 
at any point of the beach that, he sees 
fit, and run his boat with its cargo 
right up to the fish market and dis- 
charge his freight as easily as a fruit

"But where I would best like to see 


them installed would be In the life- 
saving service. They have fine surf 
boats in the service now, yet how hard 
it is to keep them before the sea when 
running for the beach in heavy surf!

GROW ROOTS FOR STOCK 


Their Feeding Value Entitles Them to More Con- 


sideration Than Is Given by the Average 


Farmer 


BT W. K. GILBEST. 


Carrots and parsnips are not grown 


f.xtensively in this country, jiartly be- 
cause they do not grow such heavy 
erops as turnips arul mangels and 
partly because their cultivation Is more 
troublesome. 


When we consider that these roots 


are so much less watery than turnips 
the question of light cropping may be 
dismissed, for an acre of either of them 
will yield about as much real feeding 
matter as an acre of the heavier crop- 
ping turnips. 


These two crops have almost the 


same ..food value.1 the difference be- 
tween them being that the carbohy- 
drates' of carrots are principally sugar, 
while in parsnips they are 
largely 


starch. 
They may be used to advan- 


tage for any kind of stock. 


Carrots are particularly useful to 


tempt the appetite of 
sick animals 


•-hen off their feed. 
A few of them 


added to the feeding of horses are well 
known to have a good effect on the 
skin J'-nd coat. Thrre is no green feed- 
ing better than carrot leaves for dairy 
cows.

nips.

cows great care must be taken to be 
sure that no unsound leaves are used 
as unsound cabbage leaves cause a

most decided taint in the rnilk. It is 
useful also for sheep feeding, either 
for keeping the ewes in milk or for fat- 
tening. 


Kohlrabi is a cabbage plant, with a 


bulb like a turnip growing on its stem. 
It is not such a heavy cropper as either 
cabbage or turnips. 
Both the bulbs 


and tho leaves may be used for any 
kind of stock, including dairy cattle, as 
kohlrabi does not taint the milk. 


Rape is one of the rapid growers 


which ia used principally for sheep 
feeding; by folding the sheep on It; 
but it may be' used with advantage 
for soiling cattle and farm horses. Rape 
is a very nutritious food, containing 
practically twice as much albuminoids 
as are found in cabbage. 


Vetches are deserving of more- culti- 


vation than, they receive. 
This crop 


has a good deal of resemblance to clo- 
ver in its composition, being very rich 
in the flesh-forming material of albu- 
minoids. 


On this account it should be fed In 


combination with foods' low in albu- 
minoids, such as "straw, poor hay, corn 
or meal. 


When given with such' foods as cot- 


ton cake it is too albuminous. 
Such 


feeding would be not only wasteful but 
dangerous to the henlth of the stock. 


Seeing that the difficulty on the farm 


Is to get food with enough albuminoids 
this -is a crop that should not be ne-- 
Iccted. 


Vetches may be fed either green or 


made into huy. When allowed to be- 
come overripe they are apt to be too 
heating and constipate the bowels. 


The proper time to out is when they 


are in full (lower, and small stretches 
should be sown in succession, so as to 
have the feed coming* to hand as re- 
quired. 
If the stock cannot consume 


the crop before the pods are begin- 
ning to flll it should be made into hay

The method of killing not only af- 


fects the plucking of the fowl, but will 
to a large degree affect the quality of 
the flt-sh. 


Chickens should not be chased or ex- 


cited before killing, as this is thought 
to have an unfavorable effect on the 
flavor and texture of the flesh. To 
avoid tliis it 1» well to have a catchins 
hook. 
The best method of killing is 


probably by bleeding, and is described 
as follows: 


Hold t.le head of the bird with the 


left hand, back of the head up. keep- 
ng the hand on the back of the neck 
.o avoid cutting yourself should the 
tnif« slip and pass through the top of 
the head. Take the knife in the right 
hand, the back of the blade toward 
your body. 
Insert the blade in the 


mouth, keeping the point to the rigl.t 
side of the bird's neck and as near the 
outer skin as possible until it is well 
past the neck bone. Then press the 
edge toward the bone and slowly draw 
the knife from the mouth, the hand 
moving from your body, so that the 
knife appears.to pass across the neck. 
Repeat the process on the left side of 
the neck. Tl.is should cause the bird 
to bleed fre'ely. but by holding the beak 
up the blood will remain In the neck 
giving you plenty of time to pierce the 
brain. The latter is located just abov

sary if Soil V^lue !s to Be 


Improved or Even

A man living In Kentucky wrote to 


'the editor of a farm journal: 


•'I .have 240 acres of land, which was 


farmed forty years by my father before 
me and which I have worked for twen- 
ty years. I have done fairly .well, but 
the soil seems to be running. out. 
I 


rai^e mostly corn and wheat. Do npt 
^'ise commercial fertilizer". ' 'How can" "I 
•^•Improve, my-.soil, and would you advise 


•me, to take up some specialty? I keep 
two horses, four, mules,' half a, dozen 
^cows, about 'fifteen sheep and raise my 
own pork." 
;'. 


NO wonder this man's ;'farm is run- 


ning down. Like thousands of others, 
h<? is on the wrong track. To maintain 
the' fertility of: the soil, to cultivate it 
to the-best advantage, to raise .crops 
at the least expense, to select the best 
live stock, to feed it in the most intelr 
ligent manner and to build up a per- 
. mahent system of agriculture, should 
be-the aim sought" by every farmer. 
This can best be done by a system of 
mixed or diversified farming, and we 
advise this-Kentucky farmer'to take 
up the study of this system at once. 
If he will follow it intelligently for five 
| 
years there could be no-.doubt that his 
soil' will, be greatly improved and his 
bank account'fattened. 


A farmer may' be. aL feeder of live 


stack, a breeder of pure-bred-stock or 
a specialist in potato growing; fruit 
growing or dairying and make the'rest 
of his farming subservient to his one 
chosen branch. In -this way he can 
keep up tho fertility of his soil and 
without buyjng,large amounts of fer- 
tilizers or manure. 


But .no man can expect to -supply 


stable manure for a 240-acre farm un- 
less he carries more live stock than 
does our Kentucky friend. 


His .farm-ought, to support 100 head 


of sheep, instead of fifteen. -A dairy 
herd of fifty, cows could be' maintained 
profitably and 100 head-of hogs, or even 
more could be turned off the land ever> 
year. He'should raise less wheat and 
more clover and cow peas and soy 
beans and sorgLum. If-his'land-Is high 
and rolling alfalfa might'be established 
This would prove of the greatest ad- 
vantage. At least five acres' ought to 
be planted to potatoes. 
. He .should practice a system of rota- 
tion which-will put nitrogen and phos- 
phorus into hit wheat land. He should 
sow oats and cow peas 'and clover "on 
his corn land and change his crop 
every year, getting around to each crop 
every three years. 
He should' f 


ev.ery pound of crops to his liv</stoc£ 
as by selling it that way he will b 
paying the fertility of his soil through 
the manure which his cattle, hogs an 
sheep' will produce. 


A man'Tvho has followed grain farm 


ing for twenty years has much to le'arn 
about special 
farming. 
It 
require 


careful study and experiment work no 
only in the production of special crop 
but in their marketing as well. H 
would do better to practice dlversifie 
farming, using -ihs easily grown crop 
which we have mentioned. He mus

The birds should not be allowed to

As a rule the head nnd feet are left 


on and the entrails are not removed, 
but such details depend on the require- 
ments of the market to which the 
birds are sent.

The essential difference in the stor- 


ing of sweet potatoes and the Irish 
potato arises from the fact that a 
sweet potato must be kept both dry 
and warm. 


It is a simple matter-to bury Irish 


potatoes in a bank where they will 
keep all winter, but a specially con- 
structed storage place must 'be made 
for the sweet potato. 


In the south and even as far north 


as Missouri they may be kept in a 
well-ventilated pit. which can be kept 
dry by covering with boards or other 
roofing. 


Select a well-drained place, scrape

UNCLE SAM'S FARM HIGH SCHOOL 


The great agricultural high school 


dreamed of by some hqpeful educa- 
tional pioneers may be a long way off, 
but the plan has been squarely placed 
before congress In Representative Da- 
vis' bill. 


Mr. Davis, who very ably represents 


a Minnesota district, believes that the 
government 
should 
encourage 
the 


states to establish high schools of a 
technical nature where agriculture can 
be taught and where men and women 
can be trained to teach it. 


.Mr. Davis' bill asks for something 


like $10,000,000 for this purpose. 
The 


districts in the various states must 
help establish and 
maintain 
these 


plans. 
They must 
provide 
suitable 


sites free, and the building and equip- 
ment as well. Then the money ap- 
propriated by the government will be 
available. 


The details of the plan have not been 


worked out and the Davis bill is prob- 
ably only a preliminary feeler as to 
public sentiment in the matter.

him has,been amended.. Mr. Davis has 
received thousands of letters of -in- 
dorsement from every state, but as yet 
the support of the measure has not 
crystalii-.ed into a form ' that carries 
great weight.

One o£ these is soap and'the 
other is sunshine. Of the two soap is 
the quickest in its action and sunshine 
the most effective. 


There is no excuse for allowing bac- 


teria or other germ 
life to remain 


about the^rnilk things as long as soap 
and sunshine exist in any quantity re- 
quired. 
Soap is cheap and sunshine 


much cheaper. 


It the milk things are washed and 


scalded and set where the sun can 
shine into them for a few hours—long 
enough to dry them completely—the 
number o£ germs left alive will npt 
seriously affect the milk. 


Milk things should be thoroughly- 


washed in hot soapsuds, rinsed In 
scalding hot water or live steam and 
then set where the sun can shine on 
and into them as long as possible. 


In these days most people under- 


stand how rapidly bacteria and mi^cro- 
organisrr.s increase. 
From a single 


germ the Increase in a few hours may 
amount to almost uncounted millions. 
For this reason we should be careful 
to use every means in our power to 
keep germ life In abeyance as much as 
possible. With hot soapsuds nnd sun-, 
shine we can do perfect work and do 
it at little cost. 


It is worth while to be especially 


careful about this matter 
of 
germ 


growth.
